ATROUBLE WITH RICKSHA 
COOLTES. 


Two ricksba cooliaa operating 
in the Peak district were this 
morning. charged by Inspector 
Puordin with disorderly behaviour. 
using insulting Iaoguage and 
refusing farea. 

Inspector Purdin said that Mr. 
and Mrs. H. Dreyer, who resided 
at No. 98, The Peak, cama ‘up to 
the Paak by the 7.40 p.m. car, and 
on arrival at the upper terminus 
they engaged the firstdefendant’s - 
ricksha which was the only one 
outside ths Station at the me. 
The man refused to take Mr. 
Dreyer, and he even pressed down 
the shafts of the ricksha, but was 
prevented, and on perceiving that 
sach demonstration of bis an- | 
willingness was usslesz, agreed 
totake Mra. Dreyer in his rick- 
sha. Mr. Dreyer walked by the 
side of the vehicle as it was 

When they 
ot othar aside 
of the. Peak Hotel, another 
ricksha hove -into sight, this 
being palled by the second 
defendant. <A few remarks pass- 
ed beswsen him and the first 
defendant and apparently a8 & 
result of these, he too, mada an 
attempt to bolt, Bot he was 
chased by Mr. Dreyer, and eren- 
tually bad to submit to the 
inevitable. Mr. Drayer gotinto the 
ricksha, acd was palled to his 
residence. A fare of 15 cents 
was tendered to each of tho 
coolies, bat it was refused, and 
for this reason Mr. Dreyer took 
the coolies to the Mount Gough 
Police Station where they wero 
charged. ‘ : 
Evidence which corroborated” 
the Inspector's statement of 
the facts was given by” both Mr, 
Dreyer and his wife. In reply, 
the Brat defendant said that Mr. 
Drever bad not beckoned him at 
all, otherwise, being a man who 
sought his living by looking out 
for fares, he would have readily 
come up. The sama excuse 
was tendered by the secoad 
defendant, who said thas 
while not being aware’ of the act 
that bis rickshs was wanted 
by Mr. Dreyer, he was making & 
dash to the terminus to secure 
passengers. 

The allegation made by this - 
man that he was assaulted was 
denied by Mr. Dreyer, who said 
that bedid not strike the man 
but onty used his stick 
to Book the man’s leg in order to 
securehim. Quite a lotof these 
ticksha ccolies were maki 
trouble on the Peak. 

Inspector Pordin informed his, 
Worsbip that when they arrived 
at the Station, in the charge room 
Mr. Dreyer emain offered tho 
coolies their fares, but they still 
refased to accep’ them. 

The. Magistrate observed that 
there was nothing specisl agains> 
the second defendant. Mr. 
Dreyer agreed with his Worsbip’s 
view. A fine of $5 was then in- 
flicted on the first defendant who 
was also bound over for =: period 
of six months during which ho is 
not to ply for hire at the Peak. 
The second man was fined $1. 
and cautioned.

In one respec: alone does it seem 
possible materially to improve 
the riveted ship—and that isin a 
better control and reduced cost 
of the bolting-op operations, 
which must now necessarily 
precede tho actual riveting.
